Wheeling to 
build $86,000 
sewer system 
To issue $37,000 
revenue bonds; 
U. S. aid $53,000 


The village of Wheeling took the 
final step Monday evening to pave 
the way for an adequate sewer sys­ 
tem and sewage treatment plant. 
The cost of $86,000 will be met By 
a $53,000 grant from Uncle Sam 
and a $37,000 revenue bond issue 
by the village. To make possible 
a revenue bond issue the village has 
united the water and sewer depart­ 
ments, the revenue of which, after 
payment of operating costs and a 
depreciation fund of one half of one 
per cent, is pledged to pay interest 
and principal of the bond issue. 
The ordinances uniting the two 
departments and providing for the 
bond issue were passed 
Monday 
night and are being published in 
this week’s edition 
of the 
Cook 
County Herald. 
By their action Monday night, 
Wheeling village officials are meet­ 
ing squarely the sewer 
problem 
that has been under fire over two 
years. 
Every other means to find the 
correct answer were unavailing. 
The state water survey board has 
forced the issue on this municipal­ 
ity, the same as it is doing on oth­ 
er villages that are dumping raw 
sewerage into state streams.

The changes in prices are large­ 
ly for haircuts, which are raised 
from 50c to 60c for adults.

they want to only pay 35c; in aft­ 
ernoons it is 40c and on Saturdays 
5j0c.

Festival 
at Arlington 
175 churches are 
represented at Old 
Folks Home event 


Five thousand Lutherans and 
their friends attended the annual 
Old Folks Home festival at Arling­ 
ton 
Heights 
Sunday 
afternoon. 
Seats for 3,500 that had been pro­ 
vided were filled before the start of 
the service. Euclid ave. and Wal­ 
nut st. served as an annex to the 
outdoor auditorium. 
A great impetus was given the 
proposed building program for a 
modern home for the old people. 
Rev. E. B. Glabe of Minneapolis, 
Minn., delivered one of the most 
stirring sermons ever heard in Ar­ 
lington. He held his entire audience 
spellbound, talking on the topic 
“The Best for the Least.” He said 
that it was very 
noteworthy the 
fine spirit shown by the audience, 
the good will, friendliness and de­ 
termination they displayed regard­ 
ing the building project; the move­ 
ment to modernize the home for the 
old people has become 
a popular 
one in the Lutheran churches of 
the Chicago region.” 
The Old Folks Home at Arlington 
Heights is, strictly speaking, a 
project of 58 member churches. 
Thirty-two of them have already 
endorsed the building plan, others 
are expected to act soon. 
Rev. Glabe is executive secretary 
of the Lutheran Children’s Friend 
Society of Minnesota and the Da­ 
kotas, chairman of the state wel­ 
fare association and vice president 
of the Lutheran churches of Ameri­ 
ca.

Tuesday afternoon with interment 
in Arlington 
Heights cemetery. 
Rev. McCoy officiated. 
Adolph K ohler 
was bom in 
Austria May 5, 1890, and came to 
Chicago in 1910 and married Miss 
Bertha 
Hollinger 
the following 
year. The family came to Arling­ 
ton Heights in 1914. He followed 
his trade and gained recognition 
for his ability .as a tailor. 
There remain Mrs. Koehler, two 
children, Mrs. 
Arthur Schoepke, 
and William Koehler, and a sister, 
Mrs. V. Bauer of Arlington Heights.

Federal Insurance for Workers 
And Their Families 
Under the Social Security Act 


(This is the first of a series of six brief articles explaining the 
Federal old-age and survivors insurance system).

Since January I, 1940, the Fed­ 
eral Government has been making 
monthly payments to retired work­ 
ers and their dependents, and to the 
families of deceased workers who 
had been employed in jobs covered 
by old-age and survivors insurance. 
W orkers now employed in such jobs 
are building up credits toward a 
retirem ent income in old age and 
toward 
monthly 
insurance 
pay­ 
ments for their families if they 
should die. 


Old-age and survivors insurance 
is operated entirely by the Federal 
Government. 
Under this system, 
employees in commerce and indus­ 
try pay a Federal tax amounting 
to one penny out of each dollar of 
their wages. Their employers pay 
an equal tax. These taxes go to 
make up a fund in the Federal 
Treasury out of which insurance 
payments are made 
to workers 
when they retire after age 65, to 
wTives and dependent children of 
retired workers, and to the families 
of workers who die. 


Old-age retirem ent benefits for 
workers were provided under the 
Social Security Act as passed in 
1935. But insurance protection for 
the families of workers has been in 
effect only since the first of last 
year. This feature of the Social Se­ 
curity Act is of particular signifi­ 
cance to workers with young chil­ 
dren. 
For example, 
the young man 
down the street who has a wife and 
two small children, has been em­ 
ployed by a departm ent store at 
$150 a month for several years. He 
has not been able to save much out 
of his salary. Suppose he should 
be killed tomorrow'. His widow and 
two children wall not be left desti­ 
tute, because they will have about 
$54 a month coming to them from 
old-age and survivors insurance un­ 
til the children grow up. 
There are benefits, too, for wives 
and widow's past 65. When the old 
man around the corner gets his 
old-age retirem ent benefits, his wife 
will get monthly payments half as 
large as his if she is 65 years old, 
or when she reaches 65. In case of 


his death, 
his widow w'hen she 
reaches age 65 would get three- 
fourths of the amount of his benefit 
each month for the rest of her life, 
importance of Worker’s Social 
Security Account Number 


Since 
benefits 
are 
based 
on 
wages, the Social Security Board 
keeps a record of all the wages 
each worker earns in employment 
covered by the system. The Social 
Security Board has set up an ac­ 
count for each worker. Each ac­ 
count has a number — the same 
number as the one on the worker’s 
social security account card. Em­ 
ployers report each of their em­ 
ployees’ wages to the government 
every three months. 
In making. 
these reports they give the social 
security account number for each 
employee. 


When the Social Security Board 


receives these reports, they credit 
each w orker’s wages to his account. 
This is where the worker's account 
number comes in. Among 50 mil­ 
lion workers, there are frequently 
hundreds with the same name. But 
each worker’s account number is 
different. T hat’s how the Board is 
able to oredit each worker’s wages 
to the conect account. For his own 
protection the worker should be 
sure th at each of his employers has 
his correct account number. Any 
worker who has ever had more than 
one account number should find out 
which is the proper one for him to 
use. He can do this at the nearest 
field office of the Social Security 
Board. If a worker has any doubt 
that his wages have always been 
correctly reported, he should get 
a wage inquiry card from the So­ 
cial Security field office, fill it in and 
mail it. He will receive a statem ent 
showing the wages credited to his 
old-age and survivors insurance ac­ 
count. If the worker believes the 
amount of wages shown is incorrect 
the Social Security Board will help 
him clear up any error.

Suburbs maintain 
fast pace for new 
home construction 


Homo building continued to hang 
up records in June in the suburban 
region as the third month in a 
row topped the best month in 
1940. April with 762 new homes, 
May with 788 and June with 765 
are far ahead of last October’s 
685 new homes which set the 
record last year. Aheady 1135 more 
homes have been issued permits 
during the first half of 1941 than 
the first six months of 1940. This 
shows an increase of 51 per cent 
over 1940. 
The months of June of 1940 and j 
1941 reveal an increase of 
596 
homes, valued at $3,717,860, to 765 I 
homes valued at $5,182,000 in the j 
suburban region. Although the city 
of Chicago also took great strides ! 
in home building, the suburbs have j 
outstripped their parent city, ac-j 
counting for two thirds of the total 
building so far this year. 
Mt. Prospect led the communities 
in this area in home building with 
permits issued during June for 6 
homes at a value of $42,270. Others

Food chain adopts 
5-day week policy 
for all divisions 


Chicago, July 17.—John A. H art­ 
ford, president of the Great A t­ 
lantic and Pacific Tea Company, to­ 
day announced the adoption of the 
five-day work week for retail store 
employes as the company’s nation­ 
al policy. 
The five-day, 48-hour week, first 
in the history of the retail food 
business, was introduced on an ex­ 
perimental basis in A & P stores in 
a fewr eastern states two months 
ago, Hartford said, and will now be 
extended throughout the entire A & 
P organization “as far and as fast” 
as possible. 
“Frankly, however, we must rec­ 
ognize,” Hartford said, “that in a 
few states and some cities the in­ 
troduction of 
this 
shorter work 
week may be delayed or even pre­ 
vented by state and local labor reg­ 
ulations and local agreements.” 
In Chicago, A rthur G. Hoadley, 
president of the Middle Western 
Division, said that 
the 
shorter 
week will be in effect before Labor 
day in A & P food stores in hund­ 
reds of communities throughout 
this area. He pointed out that the 
pay of employes affected by this 
policy will remain the same as for 
the six-day week and although em­ 
ployes will work only five days a 
week, stores will continue to serve 
customers six days as usual. 
“The new schedule is the latest 
step iii the company’s traditional 
policy of creating and maintaining 
for its employes the highest wages, 
shortest general hours and best 
working conditions in the indus­ 
try,” Hoadley said. “During the 
past 25 years A & P has repeated­ 
ly 
broken 
with 
the 
traditional 
d.iwn-to-dusk working schedule of 
the food business, and since 1916 
we have been able to reduce our 
store employes’ work week by 34.2 
per cent, or a total of 25 hours.” 
“These improved working condi­ 
tions have never been achieved at 
the cost of increased prices to our 
customers or lower returns to our 
suppliers. They are the employes' 
share of the general reduction in 
operating expenses resulting from 
the 
consistently 
increasing 
effi­ 
ciency of our method of distribu­ 
tion. 
“The A & P ’s annual report to 
stockholders, issued last month, re­ 
veals that there is no conflict be­ 
tween low' prices and good working 
conditions. It show's that our cus­ 
tomers are currently enjoying the 
lowest retail prices in relation to 
our costs in the history of the gro­ 
cery industry; that during 1940 our 
growers and shippers received 13 
per cent more of the consumer’s 
food dollar than they did in 1937; 
and that w'e were still able last year 
to give our employes actual w’age 
increases and added compensation 
totaling more than $4,000,000.” 
Mr. Hoadley pointed out that the 
new' A & P schedule is in sharp con­ 
trast with the latest figures for 
working hours in the food indus­ 
try, contained in a survey made a 
year ago by a group of Washing­ 
ton, D. C. labor unions which re­ 
vealed that the average working 
hours for retail employes in indi­ 
vidual grocery stores in that city 
were 6312 hours and for food chain 
store employes 54 hours.

Dear Editor: 
“I would like to have the oppor­ 
tunity to answer the 
letter Lee 
Blankenship and Irwin Hahnfeldt, 
of Palatine, wrote to you a few 
weeks ago. I am stationed at Camp 
H unter Liggett reservation which 
is located some 160 miles south of 
San Francisco. My buddies were in­ 
terested 
in 
Blankenship’s 
letter 
(published 
June 
6 
in 
Paddock 
Publications) about conditions at 
his camp which is also in California. 
They suggested that I answer it 
and let them know how well off 
they are. 
“First of all we have no beds to 
sleep in. We lie on the ground in 
sleeping bags which cost us $7.50. 
The ground is very dry and hard 
for a good night’s rest. We have 
ta put up with a few thousand red 
ants, spiders, and rattle snakes. Be­ 
fore turning in at night we have to 
em pty our sleeping bags to make 
certain none of these things are in 
them. 
“We rise in the morning at 6 
o’clock as Lee and “Hahny” do, but 
spend a full half hour in calisthen­ 
ics. We do not have to sweep the 
floors because there 
aren’t any. 
B reakfast is served on the ground, 
again with the ants for company. 
“A fter breakfast we start hiking 
w ith the tem perature soaring at 
HO degrees in the shade and no 
shade to be found. We also carry 
packs, rifles, bayonets, and a few 
other things too numerous to men­ 
tion. Dinner is served out in the 
fileld with dust for a tablecloth. 
“When we pull in at night every­ 
one heads for the showers. There 
are IOO showers for 3,500 men and 
no hot w ater. Next week approxi­ 
m ately 
65,000 
members of the 
Fourth army will pit their strength 
and equipment against terrain des­ 
cribed as some of the most rugged 
country in the west. This area is 
the southern extrem ity of the Mon­ 
terey division of Los Padras N a­ 
tional Forest.

iar Mr. Editor: 
Upon reading Lee Blankenship's 
Aer it seems as though the fel- 
vs in the infantry have quite an 
cess amount of spare time. Be­ 
er in the quarterm aster I will have

The whistle blows at six o’clock, 
ery one lies in bed til the Sargent 
is him over then we scramble to 
r feet straighten out our bed a 
L rush down and wash, come back 


up and wait for chow at 6:30. We 
rush over, drink our bottle of milk; 
eat an egg or two, depending on 
how hungry we are. 
By this time it is about time for 
roll call. This requires full uniform, 
hat and all, even shoes. A fter roll 
call we have to police up around 
the barracks. This being the day 
before pay day, there is no cigar­ 
ette butts, so all we have to pick up 
is the nails. 
After this is complete we rush 
to the shop, scrub the floor, then 
sweep; in the army things are done 
different. 
We grab a tool box, 
crawl under a truck and go to sleep. 
This continues till noon. Afternoon, 
the same. 
Then comes retreat, every one 
trvs to be in the mess hall by then 
because they would rather eat than 
salute. 
A fter chow most everyone gets 
deeply involved in a card game, 
pool or some good reading material. 
Then all of a sudden it gets 9 
o’clock and the lights go out. This 
completes a day in the quarterm as­ 
ter.

Here is a letter from Alaska. It 
was w ritten by Pvt. Wallace Papa- 
jeski and addressed 
to Eugene 
Wagoner, Palatine. 
Sitka, Alaska 
June 28, 1941 
Dear Gene: 
I thought I would drop you a 
few lines to let you know that I 
am O. K. and that we are almost 
to the end of our journey. 
Al­ 
though we still have 
about 500 
more miles to go, which is only 2 
more days on this boat. This ship 
I am on is 581 ft. long and its 
speed is about 14 knots per hour. 
The sailing was rougfi, 
plenty of 
fog. A lot of the boys got sea sick, 
but so far I haven’t. This ship was 
captured from the Germans in the 
world war, and shortly after it was 
captured, the U. S. hauled 5,000 
men from France to the U. S. It 
really is a big tub. It carries a 
cargo of 4,000 tons. 
A t present 
she is fully loaded and has 1,400 
men aboard. We got to Sitka, 
Alaska about 6:00 a. rn. this morn­ 
ing and some of the men are get­ 
ting off here as well 
as supplies 
that are being unloaded. I think 
about Tuesday we should be in 
Seward, Alaska, where FII be sta­ 
tioned at for the rest of my year. 
Boy, Gene, you should be here 
working. The civilians here make 
$9.00 a day and if they work over­ 
time they make almost $20.00 a 
day and th at’s not union, just ord­ 
inary laborers. Fishing is the big 
industry here and they make $300 
to $400 a week. That’s earning big 
dough, eh w hat? The only trouble, 
Gene, is it never gets dark. The 
darkest hour is between l l and 12 
p. rn. and that isn’t very dark 
either. At 2:00 o’clock this morn­ 
ing it was as daylight here as if it 
were 10:00 o’clock in the morning 
with you. Our time is only two 
hours faster than your time. And 
you should see this country, Gene, 
it is dam pretty and interesting,

Electric fence 
controller can 
be made for $1.50 


Farm ers w ishing to make their 
own 
eleetric-fence 
controller — 
which makes the fence safe, yet e f­ 
fective — can do it for only $1 to 
$1.50 for m aterials, according to 
agricultural engineers of the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois C ollege of A gri­ 
culture. 
That is the approxim ate cost of 
the safe and effective battery con­ 
troller described in “A Homemade 
Electric-Fenee C ontroller/’ Circu­ 
lar No. 515, just issued by the Uni­ 
versity and written and illustrated 
by JE. L. H ansen and C. W. Veach, 
assistants 
in 
agricultural 
engin­ 
eering. 
The engineers explain that most 
commercial controllers now on the 
market are considered 
safe and 
that many farm ers would prefer lo 
buy these than make their own. 
To be safe, an electric 
fence 
must carry an interm ittent charge, 
a continuous current will cause any 
person or animal touching the wire 
to “freeze” onto it. 
An interm it­ 
tent charge is provided by means 
of a pendulum in the controller des­ 
cribed in Circular No. 515. 
The 
pendulum strikes the breaker and 
closes the circuit. 
This energizes 
the core of the coil, m aking an elec­ 
trom agnet ot it, which in turn pulls 
the breaker back and g i\e s the pen­ 
dulum enough momentum to make 
another contact. 
Copies of A “ Homemade Electric- 
Fence Controller” can be obtained 
free from the university or farm 
advisers. Detailed descriptions and 
drawings are given to help farm ers 
make the apparatus.

Since there is no real 
shortage, the prices of hides other 
than those of light native cows are 
expected to find their proper level 
in relation to the 15-cent ceiling.

Bins should be 
clean before any 
wheat is stored 


Since m ost of the 1941 wheat 
crop will 
have to be stored on 
farm s because of the shortage of 
warehouse 
space, 
Illinois 
wffieat 
I arm ers w ill find that preventing 
the stored wheat from becoming 
infested with insects is easier than 
destroying 
an 
infestation 
after­ 
wards. 
The advice was given by 
M. D. Farrar, entom ologist of the 
Illinois State Natural H istory Sur­ 
vey. 
Farrar says the first step In suc­ 
cessful wheat storage is to see that 
the bin is clean — free of all old 
grain form erly stored in the b i n - 
before the wheat is stored. The out­ 
side, as w ell as under the bin, also 
should be clean, since insects breed­ 
ing in small am ounts of wraste grain 
will move into new grain as soon 
as the bin is filled. 
Bins that have held insect-infest­ 
ed grain should be sprayed with an 
oil spray, which will kill the in­ 
sects that m ight be hiding in the 
cracks of the bin. W heat that is to 
be held for some tim e must be dry 
wffien stored, since wheat having 
more than 13 G per cent m oisture 
will be subject to insect attacks, 
and a few insects in high-m oisture 
wheat wall soon cause the entire bin 
of wheat to start heating. W heat 
containing less than 
12 per cent 
m oisture is best for long-tim e stor­ 
age. 
Farrar advises farm ers that the 
best rule for them to follow' the 
next four to five months is to check 
each bin of stored grain carefully 
every two weeks for possible in­ 
sect damage. 
Further inform ation concerning 
the care of stored grain can be ob­ 
tained in Circular No. 512, “How' 
to Know and Control Stored Grain 
Insects,” which is 
available free 
from the U niversity of Illinois Col­ 
lege of Agriculture, the State N at­ 
ural H istory Survey, or farm ad­ 
visers.

Insect P ests and Plant D iseases 
— In 1927 the Illinois Legislature 
passed an act “to prevent the in­ 
troduction into and the dissem ina­ 
tion within this state of insect pests 
and plant diseases and to provide 
for their repression and control.” 


I his law* gives the State D epart­ 
ment authority to inspect any place 
which m ight become infested or in­ 
fected with insect 
pests or plant 
diseases and provides that its em ­ 
ployees shall have free * access to 
any field, orchard, packing shed, 
building or other place 
likely to 
contain infected or infested plants 
or plant products. 


A fter inspection the departm ent 
may order the destruction of plant 
m aterials 
and 
prescribe 
control 
measures. 
If it determ ines that 
there exists in a particular area a 
dangerous insect pest or plant dis­ 
ease which should 
be prevented 
from spreading, it may, after hold­ 
ing a hearing, quarantine the area 
and issue and enforce 
Hiles and 
regulations for the control of the 
pest or disease. 
The departm ent 
may prevent the movement within 
or through any portion of the state 
of agricultural or horticultural pro­ 
ducts or of any other material cap­ 
able of carrying such pest or dis­ 
ease. 
A fter public hearing and notice 
the departm ent m ay declare any 
injurious plant to be a nuisance and 
order its eradication. 
Any owner 
who allows such plants to grow’ on 
his property and who fails to dis­ 
pose of them after notice from the 
departm ent is guilty of a m isde­ 
meanor punishable by a fine of not 
less than $25. 
Also, the depart­ 
ment may eradicate the plant and 
collect from the owner 
all ex ­ 
penses and costs involved. 
The law’ gives the departm ent 
authority to inspect nursery stock 
of all kinds, issue certificates and 
perm its to dealers and nurserym en 
and put into effect such regulations 
as are necessary to control and pre­ 
vent the dissem ination of insect 
pests and plant diseases. 
The law' further provides that 
“it shall be unlawful for any per­ 
son to sell, give away, carry, ship 
or deliver for carriage or shipm ent 
within the state any nursery stock 
unless it has been officially inspect­ 
ed and a certificate issued by the 
departm ent . . .” 
Any person affected by a rule, 
regulation or order of the depart­ 
ment m ay, within IO days after is­ 
suance, ask for a review’ by the de­ 
partm ent and if not satisfied may, 
within IO days after review, ap­ 
peal to any court of record then in 
session. 
The Insect P est and Plant D is­ 
ease A ct is in the Illinois Revised 
Statutes, Chapter 5, sections 61-83. 
Further inform ation 
can be ob­ 
tained from the State Departm ent 
of Agriculture, Springfield.
